BEEOHER AS SLAVE AUCTIONEER 


Even people of mature years whose 


memory is clear about matters before 
and during the war have practically 
forgotten that Henry Ward Beecher 
used his pulpit in Plymouth church, 
Brooklyn, as an auction block for 
slaves. The most famous of his "slave 
sales" was that of the beautiful girl, 
Sarah, and it was upon this occasion 
that the most exciting scenes ever wit- 
nessed in Plymouth church, or .in any 
other American church for that matter, 
occurred. 
Mr. Beecher was unusually 


dramatic; he put a fire into his words, 
as he stood the slave girl on the plat- 
form beside him, which fairly burned 
into the hearts of his auditors. 
It was 


not long' before the people became al- 
most hysterical with excitement 
Bat 


Beecher kept on until he was ready to 
pass the collection baskets. 
Then the 


auditors gave vent to their feelings, 
and not only heaps of money was put 
into the baskets but men and women 
took off their rings, unfastened their 
watches and threw them into the 
baskets and on the platform. 
It was-a 


remarkable scene, and such a one as 
probably will never be equaled in this 
country.

Short Talks on Advertising. 


[Copyrighted by Charles Austin Bate?. I 
There is probably no merchant in the 


United States who is not called upon 
from time to time to put an advertise- 
ment into a programme of a church 
fair or of some entertainment given by 
a secret society or a labor organization. 


Tho people who get these things up 


are often perfectly honest in their in- 
tentions. 
They may honestly believe 


that their advertising is worth some- 
thing. 
On the other hand, there are 


some who know that what they are 
selling has no commercial value. 


These things are quite frequently a 


mild sort of 
blackmail-—sometimes 


they are riot so mild. 
Sometimes a 


solicitor for a labor programme, for 
instance, insinuates more or less plain- 
ly that unless the advertisement is taken 
the merchant refusing will be black 
listed, or boycotted, by tho union. 
There is very liitlo doubt that these 
solicitors are overstepping their author- 
ity, and that the intelligent and reason- 
able members of tho union they mis- 
represent would not countenance these 
methods. 


Business men all say that such 


things are an annoyance nnd that they 
don't pay, but only here and there is 
one- who has the necessary nerve to re- 
fuse to have anything to do with them. 


Money paid for such things should 


not be charged to advertising at all. 
The book-keeper should open an ac- 
count 
for charity or blackmail or 


whatever he chooses, so long as it isn't 
advertising. 


A safe rule to go by is, never put an 


advertisement into anything where you 
cannot trace a direct result. When 
somebody tells you that it is impossible 
to trace results, tell them they are mis- 
taken. If you pnt your ad. into a good 
newspaper you can tell exactly what it 
brings yon if you try. 
A paper like 


The Times will always bring direct re- 
turns for properly managed advertis 
ing.

Fully Three Thousand People As- 


sembed in Army Hall, Montpelier. 


Don. Chauiicej 31. IJepcw, of New York, 


Delivered the 
Oration—He Devoted

the Major Portion of lli« Address

to tlie History or Vermont. 


MONTPEI.IER, Vt., Nov. 24.—The o.n- 


niversary evercises of the Vermont So- 
ciety Sons of the Revolution, were 
held in armory hall Monday afternoon, 
the chief feature being au oration by 
Chaimcey M. Depew. At the armory 
fully 3,000 people assembled, including' 
delegations frora Burlington, llutlan, 
Sy Albans and other places. 


,.,?• The hall was divided into sections 


and the *guests were seated by a detail 
of 24 members of the Vermont Nation- 
al Guard, acting- as ushers. The exer- 
cises opened with prayer. 
Ex-Gov. 


Dillingtonham then, after a felicitous 
address, introduced Mr. Depew. 
In 


,the course of his address Mr. Depew 
said: 


In no state of our sisterhood of com- 


monwealths can a celebration which 
recalls the glorious memories of the 
revolutionary period be more appropri- 
ately held than in Vermont. Nowhere 
is a society of the Sons of the Amer- 
ican Revolution more at home. 
Ver- 


mont is as unique and original in her 
history as in her mountains and lakes. 
Her life began in rebellion against 
arbitrary authority and resistance to 
royal orders and'colonial courts, in de- 
fense of the rights of her people. 
The 


early settlers of Vermont furnished 
the example and set the pace for the 
people of the colonies in resistance to 
tyranny. 


Mr, Depew devoted the major por- 


tion of his remarks to a sketch of the 
colonial history of the Green Mountain 
state, its part in the revolutionary war 
with the many ijlorious incidents like 
Bennington, Ticonderoga and Crown 
Point, until, in 1791, Vermont added 
another star to the Hag of the Union. 


Then, after an eloquent extolmcut 


of the principles of our government 
and the duties of patriotic societies to 
educate the people, he said: 


The shifting standard of value is not 


American. 
A paternal government is 


not American. Any effort to array 
the people into classes when employers 
and employes are constantly changing 
places is not American. An assault 
upon the independence of the judiciary 
la not American. American liberty is 
the liberty of law and order. 


He concluded: 
Gentlemen, let us learn and teach 


the principles upon which our govern- 
ment has grown to its great and be- 
neficent proportions; let us enforce the 
lesson that American liberty is the 
preservation of American opportunity 
for every man to rise above the eon-, 
dition in which he was born and to 
receive the full honor from hip fellow 
citizens, and in protection from his 
country of results which have come to 
him by his talents, his industry, his 
wisdom, his providence, his thrift and 
his good citizenship. 


A reception was given Mr. Dcpcw 


after the exercises.

Tluvmonde setting itself to look to its 


Metropolis of Uio World Expected to l>e- 


clhio in Vopulatlou Henceforward. 
The result of the recent census shows 


that during the last live years the pop- 
ulation has increased somewhat less 
rapidly than it did in the previous ten 
—1SSI-1S9I. 
The number 
of people 


turned out to be some 15,000 below the 
estimate formed on the basis of 1891. 
The difference is small, but impor- 
tant, as it shows that the previousfti.il 
in the rate of increase is maintained. 
The population is growing at a less 
rapid pace. 
At the beginning of the 


century it used to increase by more 
than 20 per cent, in the ten years be- 
tween successive censuses; in 1SS1-1891 
that rate had fallen to 1CU per cent., 
the lowest on record, and now it is 
still less. This movement is not part 
oE a general decline; it is peculiar to 
London, and seems to indicate Mmttbe 
huge overgrowth of the metropolis has 
begun, to cure itself. No town can go 
on growing indefinitely, and even Lon- 
don—monstrous as it is—has not ful- 
filled the expectations of earlier statis- 
ticians. Two hundred years ago it ap- 
peared to be growing so fast that Sir 
William Petty, one of the earliest pio- 
neers in demographies! research, reck- 
oned that by 1840 the population would 
reach 10,000,000, supposing it to con- 
tinue at the same rate. lie thought, 
however, that a natural limit would 
be reached before then, and placed it 
in the year 1SOO, by which time he cal- 
culated London would contain some- 
thing over 5,000,000 inhabitants, and 
the rest of England only 4,500,000. He 
was very nearly right about the total, 
which actually was about 9,000,000, but 
London only accounted for one of them. 
Since then it has nearly reached its 
maximum, which, curiously enough, 
seems likely to prove a real natural 
limit. For the four years, 1871-74, the 
average birth rate was 35.2; for the 
four years, 1801-04, it was only 30.9. 
There has been a gradual and almost 
continual fall off from year to year, 
which has not been counterbalanced 
by the simultaneous but slighter fall 
Jn the death rate from 22.7 to 
19.0. 


Fewer people die in proportion to the 
population, but still fewer axe born. 
This is explained by the increasing dis- 
inclination to marry. The marriage 
rates for the two periods contrasted ax« 
19.6 a«3 17.3 respectively.—St. Ja 
O«zette. 


An Atlanta, farmer nas cre:it^d a sen 


satiou in agricultural circles by beiu.- 
waited on by a committee of south 
Georgians appointed by the farmers of 
that section of the state to buy from 
him the seed from a crop of cotton. 
The price to be paid for the seed is 
$18,000. The man who raised and owns 
the valuable cotton seed is Mr. Jackson, 
a well-known, farmer, who lives or. and 
cultivates the farm of Tax Collector 
Stewart. The citizens of south Georgia 
are not the only persons 
who a.-', 


anxious to oecome owners of the cot- 
ton seed. Other men throughout the 
state have made offers almost as flat- 
tering, all of which have been refused 
by Jackson. 


The unnatural part of the ofL'cr to 


be rmule Jackson by the 
committee 


from south Georgia is the fact that the 
men who will buy the seed do not wish 
to plant then). On the contrary, if they 
get possession of the seed they will 
destroy them as quickly as possible, 
taking care that not n single seed es- 
capes. Such a price as that for cotton 
seed was never hoard of before. Jack- 
son has received hundreds of ott'crs for 
his seed, but even he was surprised 
when he heard that a committee would 
wait on him for the purpose of offer- 
ing him as high as $18,000 for his crop. 


The seed has a history of a kind that 


is unusually interesting. Several years 
ago Jlr. Jackson was presented with 
them by a Jew who had brought them1 


from the interior of Africa, from a part 
of the dark continent on which the 
foot of white men seldom treads. The 
Jew hud joined an exploring 
party 


which had started to the center of 
Africa. 
ITc was wealthy, and went on 


the trip simply for the novcltj' of the 
experience. 
When in the very middle 


of Africa the party curne across some 
cotton, the stalks of which were over 
20 feet in height. The government bot- 
anist who was along with the party 
took the measure of one of the stalks, 
and it was from this stallc that the 
first seed came. The Jew cut off about 
18 inches of'the stalk with a view to 
bringing it to America. On the stalk 
were Go bolls, the largest and finest ever 
seen. Tho seeds were well preserved 
by their original owner, 
and 
were 


brought safely to America. While on 
a trip through the south the mail who 
had brought the seed from Africa told 
of them, and stated that he would give 
them to sonic farmer who would take 
care of them. Jackson was mentioned 
to him, and tlvc Jew turned the seed over 
to him. 


Jackson planted the seed and watched 


its growth with four! eyes. lie had 
heard how high the stalks from which 


I he seed were taken had been, and he 
determined to grow stalks equally as 
high. His first crop was a success. The 
stalks of the cotton grew to aai enor- 
mous height. 


This year when the time for planting 


cotton came Air. Jackson determined 
to give the seed a severe test to see 
if it would stand it. He planted every 
seed in the poorest ground on his entire 
farm on the west side, of a hill. As is 
well known to farmers, the west side 
upland ground is always very poor. 
Though the land was unusually poor 
•and the year one of the worst cotton 
years in the history of t.ho south, the 
cotton flourished. 
Mr. Jackson used 


nothing to enrich the soil in which 
the seed was planted. The test was a 
severe one, but, notwithstanding that 
fact, some of the stalks are as high as 
seven feet. 


The cotton produced by this seed is 


of 
the 
very finest quality, and 
is 


even as fine as lOng staple cotton. Jack- 
son has been offered ten cents per pound 
for what he has raised this year, but he 
.has refused to accept it and believes 
he will be able to get 14 cents for it. 
One of the peculiarities f.f this cot- 
ton is the fact that it is leafless. When, 
the stalk grows up leaves begin 
to 


sprout out on it, and after they have 
grown out for some distance the fruit 
comes out from the stom of the leaf.

They are of the 
opinioa that if cotton will do so- well 
under so severe a test, when planted and 
cultivated it will produce so much that 
cotton will be so cheap that there will 
be no money in it for the farmer.
